Amend the Law relating to the Improvement of Towns in a.d. isei. 
Ireland. 


B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 
a 1. This Act may be cited as the Towns Improvement (Ireland) short title. 
Act, 1891. 


2. In any town where commissioners have been elected under Extension 
an Act passed in the ninth year of the reign of King George the p„™ersfn 
Eourth, chapter eighty-two, intituled “ An Act to make provision towns under 
10 “ for the lighting, cleansing, and watching of cities, towns ® ^| 0 ' l ' 

“ corporate, and market towns in Ireland in certain cases,” this 
Act may be adopted in the manner provided hy sections two to 
nine (both inclusive) of that Act for the adoption of that Act, and 
thereupon section thirty-eight of that Act shall be amended so as 
15 to enable snoh commissioners in any town where this Act has been 
adopted to impose upon the owners, occupiers, and tenants of tbe 
various classes of tenements in tbe said section thirty-eight 
mentioned, rates not exceeding tbe respective amounts of one 
shilling, one shilling and sixpence , and two shillings in tbe pound 
20 instead of the respective amounts of sixpence, ninepence, and one 
shilling therein mentioned. 


3. In any town where commissioners have been elected under Extension 
the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, this Act may be 
adopted in the manner provided hy sections four to fifteen of that towns under 

25 Act for the adoption of that Act, and thereupon section sixty of 

that Act shall ho amended so as to enable such commissioners in (Ireland) 
any town wherein this Act has been adopted to make an assessment y' iet , 

upon the occupiers of premises as in the said section sixty men- e. ios. 
tioned, not exceeding in any year the rate of two shillings in the 
30 pound. 

4. This Act shall extend only to Ireland.
